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FROM  THE   BBC 

Two  especially  interesting  and  rewarding  programs  from  the  BBC  are  offered  in 
the  current  Folio,  to  be  heard  on  successive  Sundays.  The  first  is  the  sacred  drama 
"Joseph  and  his  Brethren"  by  Handel,  a  work  still  unpublished,  and  full  of  the  touches 
of  the  mature  composer. 

When  JOSEPH  AND  HIS  BRETHREN  was  first  performed  in  1744  at  Covent 
Garden  it  was  not  a  success,  although  it  dates  from  the  composer's  greatest  period — 
the  years  between  1738  and  1744 — when  he  produced  an  almost  unbroken  series  of 
masterpieces  that  included  Semele,  Messiah,  Samson  and  Hercules.  Its  failure  was 
probably  due  to  the  Reverend  James  Miller's  libretto  with  its  obscure  plot  and  often 
absurd  language,  although  despite  such  obvious  disadvantages,  Handel  discovered 
scenes  in  it  worthy  of  his  great  powers.  But  until  it  was  revived  for  the  anniversary 
year  in  a  BBC  Third  Programme  broadcast  for  which  Norman  Stone  edited  Handel's 
original  manuscript,  there  appears  to  have  been  only  one  modern  performance  (in 
Germany)  of  this  least  familiar  of  the  oratorios.  As  Winton  Dean  points  out  in  his 
introduction  to  Act  I,  there  seems  to  be  no  evidence  of  its  public  performance  in 
Britain  since  the  eighteenth  century.  The  graceful  and  lyrical  exchanges  between 
Joseph  and  Asenath,  the  daughter  of  the  High  Priest,  Potiphera;  the  music  for  the 
scenes  between  Joseph  and  his  brethren ;  the  highly  dramatic  recitatives  and  arias  pro- 
vided for  the  guilty  Simeon,  as  well  as  the  variety  of  expressive  choruses,  reveal  it  as 
a  major  work  of  considerable  power  and  beauty.  Its  revival  brings  to  life  some 
great  music  which  would  otherwise  remain  unheard,  and  shows  what  inspired  Handel 
in  his  oratorios — drama  and  human  suffering,  rather  than  moralizing  and  pious 
platitude. 

The  second  is  "The  March  of  the  '45",  a  panorama  in  verse  and  song  by  D.  G. 
Bridson,  which  the  BBC  has  just  reissued  in  answer  to  worldwide  demand. 

First  broadcast  in  1949,  this  BBC  production,  notable  for  its  success  in  exploiting 
the  medium  of  sound  radio,  is  reissued  now  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  recordings 
fall  short  of  present-day  technical  standards.  THE  MARCH  OF  THE  '45,  originally 
written  in  1936,  captures  all  the  fervour,  the  skirling  triumph  and  the  ultimate  tragedy 
of  the  Young  Pretender's  campaign  in  the  year  1745.  Two  Scottish  and  two  English 
narrators  link  the  incidents  of  the  story  and  present  the  opposing  sides  in  the  struggle. 
The  Scottish  narrators  tell  us  that  'The  Prince  from  over  the  water',  champion  of  his 
father's  claim  to  the  Throne,  is  in  sight  of  the  Western  Isles — the  'horizon-far,  low 
Hebrides': 

Born  to  a  kingdom,  captain  of  no  men — 
Penniless,  armless,  un provisioned,  gunless, 
Helpless,  but  never  hopeless  of  God  or  men.

Early  in  the  campaign  Bonnie  Prince  Charlie  made  the  fatal  mistake  of  listening 
to  Murray  of  Broughton's  aspersions  on  the  loyalty  of  Lord  George  Murray  of  Atholl. 
His  reluctance  to  heed  the  latter's  counsel,  and  the  dissensions  between  them  brought 
the  once  victorious  army,  the  army  that  took  Perth,  Edinburgh,  and  Carlisle  and 
marched  as  far  south  as  Derby,  to  that  terrible  daybreak  on  Drumossie  Moor,  and 
brought  the  weary,  hungry,  bedraggled  Scots  to  the  end  of  their  song  of  triumph  at 
Culloden.  This  is  a  piece  which  must  have  been  written  white-hot,  for  the  singing  and 
the  piping  and  the  marching  carry  the  narrative  along  on  an  unbreakable  rhythm,  and 
through  the  verse  the  Scottish  placenames,  both  Gaelic  and  Lowland,  weave  a  bright, 
evocative  pattern.
